The Secretary Recognizes the

Summerville, 8. C., April 19.—Secretary 
MacVeagh, speaking before the South 
Carolina Bankers’ Association here to- 
night, made a plea to the southern 
states to break from one-party rule and 
become bi-partisan in their politics for 
their own good. He declared it to be 
of fundamental importance that any 


*party-governed nation should havetwo

available parties that the political life 
of all the people shail be at its best. 

“Two parties with at least fairly 
equal chances of governing are fre- 
quired in the werk of governing the 
country, both locally and nationally,” 
he eald. 

Secretary MacVeagh discussed party 
conditions in both the north and south 
in a friendly spirit, and said that, 
while he fully understood the obstacles 
to the development of bi-party in the 
south, he firmly believed the change 
eould be accomplished. 

Not Speaking as a Republican. 

“T do not speak as a republican,’ he 
geaid. “Il am a member of the repub- 
lican party and I am a member of it 
because I believe in it. I was a mem- 
ber of the democratic party during 
Cleveland's time and I was a member 
of it because I believed in it. But my 
int in bi-party politics ts not the 

wiest of a party man, but fs the in- 
terest of a citizen—of an American. I 
want you to believe that my interest 
in seeing the south under a two-party 
eystem is wholly independent of the 
question whether one party or the 
other shall prevail. 

“The important thing to me is not 
that any one party should win. It is 
that there shall be two parties with 
the possibility that either may win; 
for this is party government in its real 
meaning, and with its real equipment. 
If the south were alone concerned, bi- 
party everywhere would still be a mat- 
ter of sincere aspiration to me. But 
the question is a larger one-—its im- 
portance is national.

“It is in the interest of the north and 
the south alike that I look forward to 
very near, when the party 
unanimity of the south shall be in- 
vaded as it has been invaded in the 
north, by the convertir., influence of 
an active and powerful bi-party senti-

PLAN TO BRIDGE 
PAYOR CROSSING 


Property Owners Will 
Push It to Success. 


‘Engineer Will Be Employed to 


Prepare Plans Showing How 
Easily Bridge Can Be Built. 
Project Started by Property 
Owners. 


A concerted and well-organized 
movement to bridge Pryor Street at 
the west eng of the old car shed was 
inaugurated yesterday at Reuben R. 
Arnold's law office, in the Gould build- 
ing, many of the largest property- 
owners on that street, some north, 
others south, of the railroad tracks 
being in attendance. 

Among others present were Judge 
W. D. Ellis, Samuei H. Venable, Wil- 
liam H. Kiser, Marvin L. Thrower, T. 
J. Avery, Walter R. Brown and Shelby 
Smith. 

For some time past owners of prop- 
erty on both sides of Pryor street 
have been discussing a bridge over 
that thorovghfare, and all without an 
exception not only favored a bridge, 
but strongly advocated one. These 
discussions resulteq in the meeting at 
Mr. Arnold's office. 

Mr. Arnold was made chairman, and 
was emphatic in declaring for the 
bridge. . 

“We all know the necessity for this 
bridge over. Pryor street,”’ said Mr. 
Arnold, “and for that matter every 
business man in Atlanta realizes that 
the street should be bridged. Now 
that we have the Whitehall street via- 
duct I can’t for the life of me see how 
Atlanta ever did without that pass- 
Way as long as she did. These rail- 
road tracks divided the old city into 
two parts as effectually as would a 


navigable stream. The conditions that

All Thoroughly in Earnest. 

Judge Ellis, Mr. Kiser, Mr. Venable, 
who was made secretary of the meet- 
ing, Mr. Smith and others spoke, each 
one backing. Mr. Arnold up in his ev- 
ery declaration. 

“In the heart of the city,” salq Mr. 
Brown, “there are buttwo streets with 
surface crossings—and there should 
be none. Give us this bridge over 
Pryor and Atlanta can be rightfully 
called the ‘City of Bridges.’ Pryor 
street and Central avenue alone have 
surface or grade crossings in the 
heart of the city. I think both ought 
to have bridges. But just now I’m 
more interested in the Central avenue 
bridge. One at a time will do. Once 
we get tt® bridge over Pryor sn@-?r 
tell you now we are going to get it—a 
bridge over Central avenue will fol- 
low.” 

Cost Would Be Small. 

It was asserted by one of the prop- |} 
erty owners that there would be little 
difficulty and little expense in erect- 
ing the Pryor street bridge. 

“The. railroads,’ said the speaker, 
“would be only too glad to get rid of 
that troublesome grade crossing which 
is expensive to keep up and which 
obstructs the schedules of trains se- 
riously, especially the free passage of 
freight trains, 

The location of the state house on 
the south side and of the new court- 
house on the present site, it was as- 
serted, woul make the traffic on 
Pryor street heavier than it has ever 
been in the past and would make abso- 
lutely necessary either a bridge on 
Pryor or delay for residents from the 
north side to those public buildings 
by forcing them over the Whitehall 
viaduct, 

Necessity for the consent of the city, 
of the state legislature and of the 
railroad lessees in order to construct 
the bridge was recognized by the gath- 
ering, but those present did not con- 
sider it would be any serious obstacle. 

Plans Will Be Prepared. 

Mr. Arnold was directed by a vote of 
the property owners to consult a civil 
engineer and have drawings made of 
the contemplated bridge and the low- 
ering of the railroad tracks. 

Mr. Venable stated that if the rail- 


roads would begin lowering the tracks 


thousand feet west of Pryor 
trains could -be run into the 
depot from 18 to 20 feet below the 
present street surface. That would 
not make the descent from the streets 
to the depot floors any greater than 
that at the Terminal. Starting 2,009 
feet west of the old shed would require 
but a few feet of the bridge structure 
in front of the Kimball house, while 
the same conditions practically exjst 
on the east side. 

“And the construction of that bridge 
would greatly relieve the congestion of 

Thitehall «street and the Whitehall 
viaduct,” remarked another one of the 
property owners. 

Chairman Arnold will call another 
meeting of the property Owners as 
soon as he hears from the civil en- 
gineer, who will be employed at once.

| Washington, April 19.—A_ bitter -de- 
nunciation of newspaper influence’ in 
connection with the “fight over free 
print-paper legislation during the last 
national campaign was made by for- 
mer Speaker Joseph G. Cannon, in a 
vigorous speech in the house today, in 
connection with his opposition to the 
Canadian reciprocity bill. 
Cannon On the Newspapers. 

“There has: been a good deal of talk 
about the price of. print paper—a. good 
deal of talk-that has run'tover several 
years,’ said Mr. Cannon. ‘The. cam- 
mittee on ways and means of the six- 
tieth congress, when John Sharp Wil- 
+Mams introduced his free print-paper 
bill, and it went to that committee, 
by a unanimous vote,-as I am informed, 
postponed action. for that session of 
congress, and did not even hold a hear- 
ing on it : 

“I was speaker. They unloaded it on 
me. We had a'‘stormy time. Newspaper 
publishers through their  representa- 
tives, one of whom I shall name, Mr. 
Herman Rid demanded that I 
should do. what never had been done 
before in the history of the republic— 
that I should recognize Mr. Williams or 
somebody else to rise in*hts place and 
move to discharge-the committee from 
further consideration of ,.that- bill, 
which they had postponed for .that 
session, and by the time the next ses- 
sion would come the presidential elec- 
tion would be over.” 


Alleged Threat by Ridder, 
Mr. Cannon said he replied that he 
could not do it; that it would not be 


just to his party. 

“What happened?” he continued. “I 
was informed, in the presence of wit- 
nesses, that if the republican’ party 
did not promptly put print paper upon 
the free list, that great and good man 
who headed the publishers’ association, 
Mr. Herman Ridder, would support Mr. 
Bryan for the presidency and contribute 
$100,000 to his election. 

“We did not pass it. When the time 
came, Mr. Ridder was made treasurer 
of that committee, and I-guess he gave 
you boys on the democratic side $50,000, 
did.nhe not? The newspapers, say s0, 
and I have not seer it denied.”’

CHURCH AND STATE 
WILL BE DIVORCED 


Lisbon, April 19.—The cabinet has 
concluded the finishing touches on the 
decree of separation of church and 
state. This will be promulgated on Fri- 
day or Saturday. The main points of 
the decree are: 

The state concedes entire liberty of 
all creeds, the Catholic creed ceasing to 
be the state religion from the date of 
the promulgation. Henceforth, all 
churches will be maintained by the 
faithful. The beneficed clergy will con- 
tinue to receive stipends until July 1, 
after which they will be paid pensions. 

The property necessary to the cele- 
bration of public worship will be ceded 
to the clergy free of cost. All the Por- 
tuguese and foreign clergy engaged in 
religious work will continue as hith- 
erto, but all others must obtain author-

PLUMBERS BLAMED 
BY BATH TUB TRUST 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 19.—That the 
agreement entered into by sixteen man- 
ufacturers of sanitary enameled ware, 
charged by the government with vio- 
lating the Sherman anti-trust act, Was 
advantageous to jobbers and consumers 
of the United States, and that only a 
certain class of plumbers and their 
“exorbitant charges” were affected, 
was testified to by a number of prom- 
inent manufacturers from various parts 
of the country during the “bath-tub 
trust” hearing here today. The testi- 
mony was by far the most important 
given since the government inquisi- 
tion began in this city. 

W. H. Glow, of Chicago, readily ad- 
mitted that his company had signed 
the agreement for the reason that it 
would cause an improvement in the 
enameled wares offeréd by the manu- 
facturers to the jobbers.2 Under the 
agreement the companies were enabled 
to use a patent process that both facil- 
itated the industry and maintained a 
standard price for sanitary ware. After 
the agreement was signed, he said, the 
jobbers made more money. 

“The prices may have been higher,” 
he said, “but the cost to the consumer 
was less.’’

Mr. Dean, who stopped im Atlanta 
yesterday on his way to Milledgeville, 
stated that the institution is absolute- 
ly solvent and every depositor is being 
provided for. The Toccoa Bank, how- 
ever, has sold its banking house and 
deposits to the First National Bank, of 
Toccoa, and in order to make the pro- 
ject legal, the two have become con- 
solidated. Mr. Dean says from his 
observation, that no crippled conditions 
are found in the Toccoa bank, and that 
every little defect is being properly ar- 
ranged. 

He also states that every creditor 
is secured by at least two to one, and 
the assets of the institution are dou- 
ble its liabilities. The stockholders 
of the former Toccoa bank, according 
to Mr. Dean, will combine with the 
First National bank, doubling the cap- 
ital of the latter.

Senator O'Gorman is not blind to the growth and wholesomeness 
of the independent influence in politics. He says that vote is increas- 
ing in this State, and while it does not involve necessarily a break-up 
in parties, “obviously the result is to increase the desire of both par- 
ties to cultivate the independent element. The parties must live up 
to a’ higher standard if they are to get the independent vote. That is 
certainly a good development.”

_ Whether the senator is correct in his assumption that the trend

Let the denominations and the creeds handle their own theo- 


logical and individual problems. Therein will they be fully. oc- 
cupied. 

But when it comes to a community problem, let them pool 
their best efforts and their finest consecration for the common 
good. 
The Associated Charities supplies an apt, if not exact, parallel 
of what The Constitution has in mind. 

The Associated Charities is doing Christ’s work. 

Yet within its membership, and, in some cases, among its 
directors, are Jews, Catholics, Protestants and men who subscribe 
to no definite creed or dogma.

GAME NOT WORTH CANDLE”

Editor Constitution: In your fssue of 
the 17th instant, you have an editorial, 
“Dr. White on the Y. M. C. A.,” in 
which you say that Dr. White makes a 
powerful appeal for such wide Chris- 
tian tolerance as would ‘revise the 
pfesent policy of the Y. M. C. A., ete. I 
have read Dr. White’s sermon as you 
report it in The Constitution. I do not 
understand that he makes an appeal 
for “tolerance,” but for simple justice. 
He argues that it is but right that 
Catholics and Jews be admitted as man- 
agers with others, if they contribute 
money to the association. The doctor 
seems to be correct on this point, but 
it would have been more in the interest 
of truth if he had condemned, the ap- 
peal to Jews and Catholics for help. 

Roman Catholics believe something— 
they believe fully in their ch€rch, and 
in nothing else, as an agency for 
bringing in the kingdom. In this. they 
have my respect. Catholics have been 
great managers in the past, and they 
are now. They manage affairs’ in their 
own way, When they take a hand at all, 
A Roman Catholie always, attends to 
his Roman CathoHe business, and [I re- 
spect him>»for doing so. 

The Jew, aS a Jew, is an Uncompro- 
mising religionist, and I honor him for 
his fidelity I am-of the opinion that 
neither the Jew nor the Roman Cath- 
olic care a fig for a voice in the man- 
agement of the affairs of the Y. M. C. A 

Then, why so much ado on the part 
of Mr. Roosevelt and Dr. White over 
so small a matter? Really, the game is 
not worth the candle. 

I will not take the time nor ask the 
space to review all of Dr. White's ser- 
mon, and to set aside your editorial as. 
sertion, which runs as follows: “It will 
be difficult for the conscientious Chris- 
tian minister or layman to escape the 
force of his logic whether regarded 
from the’sheerly Christian or the broad 
moral angle.”’ 

I content myself here in reviewing 
one particular paragraph, which, if I 
understand at all, is little less than 
astounding, as coming from a Baptist 
minister of distinguished ability, and of 
deservedly high-standing as a leader. 

Here is the paragraph: 

“I believe with all my heart both in 
the doctrines and the principles and 
practices of evangelical Christianity.

What does 
Dr. White mean by “denomination,” 
quoted above? I take it that a Baptist’s 
allegiance to his denomination means 


tion stands for— its principles, interpre- 
tations of scripture, its polity. I have 
been taught that Bapttsts are, as Bap- 
tists, to belleve in the truth—all truth.

If, through love of the truth as we 
see it, they ever come to us we will 
thank God and receive them as brothers 
in the~ faith once delivered to the 
saints. In the meantime, “let every man 
shinny on his own side.”

“Too Late for Bigotry.”’ 

Editor Constitution: I want to 
thank you for the sensible, modern 


‘tfand Christian view you have taken re- 


garding the Y. "M. C. A. controversy, 
and the strong and unqualified way 
in which you have expressed your 
convictions. It is too late in the his- 
tory of the world for any manifesta- 
tion of religious bigotry and spiritual 
conceit. 

There was a time when Christians 
divided religions, as they called them, 
into true and false, and regarded 
Christianity as the only true religion. 
Sometimes they expressed for the 
heathen and the Jew a contemptuous 
pity that was both offensive and un- 
generous. But that day has passed. 

We have come to see that Christjan- 
ity is one thing and that religion is 
something larger and more compre- 
hensive. We may be devout Christians, 
but we cannot: any longer think that 
the terms “Christianity” and “religion” 
are synonymous and coextensive. We 
cannot refuse to see that there is much 
»recious religion outside the circle of 
Christian influence. We cannot any 
longer divide religions into true and 
false, for we see that there is and 
must be truth in all, while not one 
is absolutely perfect. We cannot 
longer speak with strict accuracy of 
religions, but must speak of forms 
of religion, for we have learned the 
great and liberalizing truth that re- 
ligion is one, though it has many 
forms and its expressions and mani- 
festations are full of variety. Chris- 
tianity is just one form of religion, 
and Judaism tis another. 

It is right for us to think that our 
form of religion is the best, and that 
our type of Christianity is better than 
that represented by other denomina- 
tions, but at the same time we can be 
respectful in our attitude towarg’ the 
spiritual strivings of others who are 
no less sincere than we endeavor to 
be. Then, when it comes to works 
of practical righteousness, as repre- 
sented in the effort of the Y. M. C. A., 
we should forget our denominational 
differences and unite in one common 
effort to lessen evil and increase good. 
There is something radically wrong 
with the method of a religious organi- 
zation which excludes from its offi- 
cial fellowship men whose Christian 
characters cannot be doubted, and 
whose moral efficiency cannot be

Suit the Ex-Speaker. 


Cannon Says, the Pact Will In- 
jure the Farmers of the South 
and West---Aided by Large 


Map, Cannon Plays the Role 


of Schoolmaster.

Washington, April. 19.—(Special.)— 
Former Speaker Cannon held the floor 
in the house in opposition to the. Ca- 
nadian reciprocity agreement for three 
hours this afternoon, and in a vigor- 
ous attack on the president’s pet pol- 
icy, insisted that the proposed legis- 
lation : was inimical to the farmers. 
The gentleman whom, Henry Watter- 
son referred to as “That magnificent 
old reprobate” displayed his proverb- 
ial vigor ang: powers of endurance un- 
der the strain of three hours’ contin- 
uous speaking. His argument was in- 
terspersed with as many pious ejacu- 
lations as though the speaker was a 
stranger. even to the vocabulary of 
slang. 

He expresed..his admiration for the 
president, say @ he had voted for the 
present chie executive once, and 
would probewjy do so again, but that 
the latte; Was mistaken in urging 

Wiegislation. \ 
Cannon Attacks Newspapers. 

He said the newspapers were de- 
manding: reciprocity with Canada for 
selfish interests, and that: the farmers 
of his section would have to pay the 
cost. Adverting to President McKin- 
ley’s speech at Buffalo urging recipro- 
cal. trade relations, Mr. Cannon in- 
sisted ‘that it cdDuld not be construed 
to cover the present agreement. 

“I believe in the republican party 
and in the platform enunciated in 


\ 1908,”" he said, “and I agree with what 


President Taft said at Winona, that 
tne Payne tariff bill was the best ever 
enacted.” 

The address was followed with the 
closest attention, and many democrats 
commented privately with admiration 
upon the vigor and combativeness of 
the old republican leader. 

Mr. Cannon, fortified by a large 
map of the United States and Canada, 
Played the role of schoolmaster to a 
crowded floor and filled galleries. 


Cannon on Reciprocity. 


“Not since the war with Spain and 
all that followed it has there been con- 
sidered by the house of representatives 
so’'important a bill as the one now 
pending,” Mr. Cannon declared. _ 

“On the action of the house rests 
the well being and the prosperity of 
all the people of the United States,” 

Mr. Cannon declared ‘that the reci- 
procity treaty had been made in se- 
cret, and the country, the senate and 
the house had actually nothing to do 
with the preparation of the agreement. 

Mr. Cannon reviewed the develop- 
ment of middle and.western America, 
during the last century. : 

“Immigration and development had 
brought rich, new lands into cultiva- 
tion,’’ he said; “railroads had by cheap 
freight rates placed them in touch with 
the great eastern markets; and the 
value of New England and New York 
farm lands had gone steadily down, 
unable to meet the competition.” 

Would Hurt West and South, 

The opening of new Canadian lands 
with American markets open to their 
products, would have the same effect 
on the west, he believed. 

Mr. Cannon declared that the influ- 
ence of the cheaper Canadian lands 
would be felt as Keenly in the south 
as elsewhere if the tariff restrictions 
on farm products were removed. 

“What is this bill going to do to 
us?” he asked. 

“They say there is no danger to 
our wheat from a market open to 
Canada. The president says it will re- 
duce the cost of living without impair- 
ing the farmers’ market. I would like 
to see the president demonstrate how 
it will not impair the farmers’ prices 
and yet will reduce the cost of living.” 

Representatives Gudger, of North 
Carolina; Hanna, of North Dakota; 
Nelson. of Wisconsin, and Sloan, of 
Nebraska, also attacked the recipro- 
ity agreement.

1,000 UNION MEN 
G0 OUT ON STRIKE 


About Sixty Furniture Fac- 
tories Are Tied Up at 
Grand Rapids. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., April 19.—The 
Llong-expected strike of the furniture 
workers of Grand Rapids which has 
been pending for several weeks while 
a committee of citizens has endeavored 
to bring about an amicable under- 
standing between manufacturers and 
men, was officially declared in effect 
at 56 o’clock this morning. 

The union men in nearly sixty fur- 
niture factories, including woodwork- 
ing shops, packed up their tools and 
walked out. Between 6,000 and 7,000 
union men, including varnishers and 
finishers as well as cabinet makers, 
carvers and woodworkers, went out. 
Some 3,000 other employees who are 
not unionized are affected by the 
strike. 

he walkout came to a head today as 
the result of the manufacturers’ re- 
fusal in a communication to the citi- 
zens’ committee of inquiry to grant 
any concessions to the men. The men 
asked 10 per cent increase in wages, a

y. What ought we to wash garbage 
vans with? Is it necessary to use a 
scruvbing. brush? Should we use hot 
water or cold water, soda or gold dust? 
Do they have to be wiped dry? Must 
we keep time under the cans and 
around them? Ought they to stand on 
the ground or on “rocks or boards?’ 

The writer continues: - 

“Poor women are willing to follow 
instructions that they know come from 
headquarters, and they have been 
talking of Mrs. White and her City 
Federation work. 

“Her neighborhood is in summer full 
of fies, and is crowded with babies, 
and the files ate not good for the 
babies.

Seuthern Spoon Bread. 
One pint of sweet milk, one-half cup 


(of hot water) should be kept,

salt, one tablespoonful butter, one eg 

n Nght, one level tablesnounta: 
baking powder. Scald the milk in a 
double boiler, stir in the meal- and let 
cook three hours, then beat in the other 
ingredients. Note that it is a iable- 
spoonful of baking powder. Turn into 
@ buttered baking dish suitable for the 
tabie. Bake apout forty minutes. 
Serve hot from the dish. This is often 
called spoon corn bread. 

Hashed Brown Potatoes. 

Cut three good-sized potatoes into 
very small dice; season with salt and 
pepper. Put two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter into a frying pan; when melted and 
hot add the chopped potatoes. Stir un- 
til the-potatoes are weil mixed with the 
butter and have begun to be heated. 
The push Yhe potatoes over to one side 
of the pan and keep over a mod:rate 
fire, without stirring, for fifteen wr 
twenty minutes. The potatoes shou'd 
form together and brown in the shape 
of an omelet. When ready io serve 
loosen them from the pen by carefully 
slipping a knife under them; put a 
small platter over the pan and turn up- 
side down, so that the potatoes come 
out in a roll upon it. Chopped parsley 
may be added just before turning it, if 
desired. The difficulty in making these 
potatoes lies in its being hard to zive 
exact amounts. Potatoes absorb ,rease 
differently, a mealy potato taking 
much more than either a new or a 
SOgRY one. ’ 

Hungarian Goulash. 


Cut one pound of lean beef into dica 
Melt two teaspoonfuls of butter, add 
one small onion chopped fine, and when 
it begins to brown add the meat. Stir 
and cook until the meat is browned 
delicately. Add one teaspoonful of 
flour, one cupful of stock, one tea- 
Spoonful of catsup ana one teaspoon- 
ful of Worcestershire sauce. Put in a’ 
casserole in the oven and cook for thir- 
ty minutes. Pare two potatoes and cut 
in dice with four ounces of bavon. Put 
the bacon in a frying pan and cook. 
When the fat has been tried out, add 
the potatoes and cook to a zoldea color. 
Pour off the fat and add bacon and po- 
tatoes to the meat with one-haif tea- 
spoonful of salt. Simmer for another 
thirty minutes, or until potatoes and 
meat are done. The oven must not be 
too hot. When the goulash is removed 
from oven it should be seasoned to 
taste. The amount given will serve 
four people. 


Time to Re-Pot Palms and Ferns.

Chief Jennings Explains the 


Large Number of 


Arrests. 


“Atlanta is the southern Mecca 
the criminals of every state in 
country,” was one of the reasons given 
by Chief of Police Henry Jennings yes- 
terday afternoon for the large number 
of cases docketed by the city police 
each year, during a criticism he made 
of the recent agitation to reduce the 
numberof arrests. ‘ " 

“As soon as @ criminal has to teavec 
a locality and if he wants to go south, 
the first place he thinks of Ig 
Atlanta. This is a cosmopolitan city, 
easily accessible, and the southern city 
with the biggest reputation; therefore, 
they turn here—and we catch them,” 
he added facetiously. “Not a day passes 
but two or three are brought in and 
entered on the books, who are later 
marked ‘Out to the sheriff of such and 
such county.’ All this increases the 
total number of cases, although they 
are not truly city criminals. 

“And, then, too, this agitation, or 
something similar comes up every year, 
or every few months. If they are not 
hopping on us about not enforcing the 
laws they criticise us for making too 


Many arrests. -I tell the men at all 
times never to make a case if the trou- 


ble can be satisfactorily settled, but if; 


the complainants insist, then what can 
we do? If the city does not want the 
laws enforced they ought to repeal 
them.” 

In additiqn to this it is probable that 
the number of juvenile cases docketed 
in the city is larger each year than 
any other place of the same size in 
the south. “These negro boys would 
take the town if we did not keep them 
in check,’ is the way Chief Jennings 
puts it.

CURVES HIS LAST

While with the Atlanta team, Zeller 
was regarded as one of the best twirl- 
ers in the Southern league, going to

the New York Yankees from here with 
Ford and Sweeney. 

Shortly after making his debut in 
the big leagues, “Rube’’ was taken 
sick with typhoid fever. It left him 
in such’ a weakened condition that he 
could not work at his chosen profes- 
sion any more. Rube also suffered 
with consumption, and it was this lat- 
ter disease that caused his death. 

For the past two years, the “Rube” 
has been working on his farm in his 
home town, but he has been growing 
steadily worse instead of better. Fred 
Ulrich, the ‘Atlanta catcher, who 
knows “Rube” well, brought the news 
when he reported this spring that he 
did not believe the “Rube” would live 
long. His prediction has come true. 

On April 16, 1906, Zeller accomplish- 
ed a feat pitching for the Atlanta 
team that made his memory solid with 
local fans. It first brought him into 
prominence in the baseball world. On 
this day. he shut the Montgomery club 
out allowing but one hit, and fanning 
nineteen men. 

During this season the “Rube” 
twirled in several double-headers and 
won several of them, until he became 
styled the “iron man” of the South- 
ern league. Zeller was probably’ one 


. of the most popular twirlers that ever 


wore an Atlanta uniform and Atlan- 
grieved over 
his demise.

REACTION IN COTTON 
CABLES WERE EASIER 


Market Closed Barely Steady 
at Net Decline of 7 to 
14 Points. 


New York, April 19.—The unsettled 
tone noted in the cotton market yes- 
terday wae followed by a reactionary 
tendency today, as sellers were encour- 
aged by easier Liverpool cables, and 
while good support was in evidence on 
a scale down, the close was barely 
steady at a net decline of 7@14 points.

tive realizing and pressure from Wall 
etreet sources. 

Private wires were received from 
Mississippi points reporting that low:

sequence, but reports from the south- 
west were more favorable, and in 
geome instan claimed that the new 
crop movement from the extreme south 
might begin early. The forecast was 
for generally fair and warmer weather 
im the western belt, and for clearing 
weather following some _ scattering 
showers in central and eastern sections 
and local traderg seemed to feel that 
the delayed planting in the Migsissipp! 
valley was not such an unfavorable 
feature as to offset the ssible ulilti- 
mate benefit to be deri from addi- 
tion moisture. 

Fail iver advices claimed increased 
mill curtailment, but reports from the 
dry goods trade indicated 4 better

[MISSOURI PACIFIC 
STRONGEST IN LIST 


Crisis in Road’s Affairs Chief 
Influence in the Stock 
Market. 


New York, April 19.—Wall street 
was confused today by the situation 
arising from yesterday’s crisig in the 
affairs of Missouri Pacific, which con- 
stituted the chief influence in the stock 
market. Uncertainty as to the outcome 
of the disruption of the road's direc- 
torate and withdrawal of the Kuhn- 
Loeb representativeg and vague fears 
of further complications, gave rise to 
some uneasiness, but strong support 
defeated attempts to depress prices. 
Missourl Pacific was the strongest 
/stock in the list, although a number of 
other isues made good gains. 

Although the advance of Missouri 
Pacific from 45% in January to 63 in 
February, was based on the news that 
new interests commanding the confi- 
dence of the financial world would as- 
sume control, definite severange of 
these relations brought no correspond- 
ing disturbance. Doubt as to the out- 
come was reflected chiefly in the slow- 
ing down of business, traders being 
disinclined to commit themselves until 
some clear idea was hed as to what 
might be expected. The belief was 
general, however, that discontinuance 
of relations between the Goulds and 
the Kuhn-Loeb interests would not in- 
terfere with plans for meeting finan- 
clal requirements of the sysfem. A 
report wHich was spread late in the 


day, that substantial banking interests 
had agreed to take up the responsibil- 
ity of financing the road, met with 
general acoeptance, the more readily 
because the bankers mentioned in that 
connection are known to be identified 
closely with the Rockefeller interests. 

It was assumed that these new inter- 
ests were induced to enter Missouri 
Pacific on account of the large Rocke- 
feller holdings and that hereafter the 
road might be known as much as a 
Rockefeller as a Gould property. 

The opening wag nervous, but the 
market grew steady when it was appa- 
rent that strong support was being 
offered and trading becamé dull. There 
were few variations in prices until the 
last hour, when the bears made a final 
drive. The market wavered and broke, 
but was supported as promptly and 
efficiently as in the morning. Stocks 
rose quickly to the best level of the 
day, Missouri Pacific making a net 
gain of 26 and other issues showing 
substantial advancem 

Advices relative to the outlook in 
Mexico were more cheerful and helped 
to relleve a gituation which threatened 
to become distinctly depressing. 

ports from the steel trade were 
less cheerful.

Only Completed Portions Were 
Consecrated--When Cathedral 
Is Finally Completed It Will 
Be Fourth Largest in World. 
Total Cost Over $10,000,000. 


New York, April 


19.—The complet- 
ed portion of the Cathedra} of St. 
Joun the Divine, on Morningside 
Heights, were consecrated today ac- 
cording to the rites of the Episcopal 
church. 

The impressive offices were presided 
over by Right Rev. David H. Greer, 
bishop of the dipcese of New York. 
Among the guests invited to witness 
the function representatives of 
many communions. 

Fourth Largest in the World. 

The ceremonial began with the pro- 
cession of ecclesiastics 
the vested choir of 
walk from the synod :ouse to 
huge mass of graystone, still outward- 
ly crude, but representing an 
ant step in 
cathedral of St. John the Divine the 
largest in this country and the fourth 
largest cathedral in the world. 

Within the structure, where Many 
beauties of the decorative scheme al- 
ready have been worked out, the pro- 
cession proceeded under the great de- 
mesne with impressive exercises, the 
presentations of the chapel of St. 
Baviour and St. Columba and of the 
Altar, 
made, and consecration ceremonies 
performed. Music from the great or- 
gan and by the choir featured the cer- 
emonial. 

Bishop Greer preached the sermon 
of the day, dwelling upon the value 
ef the present day cathedral as a force 
for righteousness in modern life. 

Total Cost $10,000,000, 

Although only partially 
the cathedral has already been twenty 
years in building, at a cost of $3,500,- 
000 and it may take as much longer 
to complete it, at a total estimated 
cost of $10,000,000. 

Seating accommodations are now 
provided for about. 1,700 persons, but 
aithough consecrated for present use, 
four-fifths of the work remains to be 
done, and the full capacity will ap- 
proach 7,000, 

“How has thig mighty undertaking 
been financed?’ asks Canon Robert El- 
lis Jones. | 

“By the same devotion and sacri- 
fice.” he answers, “which actuated the 
best of the mediaeval cathedral build- 
ers. The cathedral has no official 
source of revenue. No organized effort 
has been made to draw on the inter- 
est of Episcopalians, and yet gifts of 
all sizes have flowed in, from all quar- 
ters. Five dollars come every year 
from a seamstress up the Hudson. The 
inmate librarian of a city refuge gave 
one-tenth of his salary, and a dozen

making nets and hammocks $250, 
which they begged might be ‘bullt into 
the cathedral.’’ 

In style the cathedral is late Ro- 
manesque, with strong traces of By- 
gantine influences, or as the architect 
in chief, C. Grant LeFargo, a son of 
the late John LaFargo. describes it, 
“so far as the cathedral in the larg- 
er sense is Gothic, it is the Gothic of 
a very early period; the time of tran- 
Bition from the simple Romanesque to 
the more complex organism.” 

Some idea of Its Size. 

Some idea of the size of the cathe- 
dral is to be gained from a compari- 
s0n with other notable cathedrals. The 
eentral tower of Trinity church, Bos- 
ton, hitherte the most massive in 
America, could stang within St. John's 
crossing and leave three-quarters of 
its area bare. The dome is of almost 
equal span with that of the mosque 
of St. Sophia at Constantinople and 
nearly 100 feet higher. The dome of 
St. Paul's, London, is slightly wider, 
but 36 feet lower. The rotunda of the 
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capitol at Washington is of the same 
superficial area, but the ceiling 
stands 183 feet above the floor and 
that of St. Jonn's 252 feet. 

The total superficial area of St. 
Peter's, the greatest of all cathedrals, 
is 227,069 square feet, a little less than 
double that of the next largest, at Se- 
ville, Spain, which has 124,000. Third 
comes the Duomo of Milan, with 107,- 
600 square feet, and fourth st. John’s 
with 99.600. Other notable churches 
are Cologne Cathedral, 91,464; St. 
Paul's, London, 84,025; St. Sophia, Con- 
stantinople, 70,000; Notre Dame, Paris, 
64.108; Westminster Abbey, 61,729. 

The construction is everywhere de- 
signed for all the ages. A closely 
woven system of telephone wires wiil 
connect the vast wings for the use of 
its governing clergy. As the choir 
withdraws in the recessional, its splen- 
did voices will be brought back to the 
kneeling congregation through sound- 
ing horns, with aperatures inside the 
walls. The building will be as nearly 
imperishable, indestructible, and re- 
sponsive to the needs that have called 
it into being as it has been possible 
for human ingenuity to make it.

At the night session Count Carl 
Moltke gave an illustrated lecture on 
co-operative movement itn Denmark, 
and the benefits derived therefrom by 
the United States. 

Other speakers at the night session 
were Dr. Holliss B. Frissell, principal 
of ‘Hampton institute, Virginia, and 
Dr. John Lee Coulner, of the University 
of Michigan and the department of 
agriculture. Dr, Paul Ritter, Swiss 
minister to the United States, was the 
ee speaker at the morning ses- 
sion 

“A very impressive feature.in the 
history of the Conference for Education 
in the South,” said Mr. Ogden, “is the 
variety of conditions, geographical, so- 
cial, educational, under which its af- 
nual meetings have been held. 

“We are here to confer upon things 
that have to do with the higher life 
of the people—especially the plain 
people. 

“Everybody fs welcome and all in 
harmony with our aims ée cordially 
invited to our deliberations\ 

“As we go often say, ‘this confer- 
ence is not professional, but popular in 
its character.’ 

“Two years ago at the conference 
held in Atlanta we were inspired and 
instructed by Dr. S. C. Mitchell's com- 
prehensive address upon “tne ‘American 
Spirit in Education.’ I refer to it now 
that I may emphabize the need for the 
understanding by every one of the edu- 
cational ideals for. which we stand. 

“There is coming a broader view of 
the philanthropic ideal in education. 
Recent legislation in the several states 
tends toward the protection of children 
from injury and needless severity, com- 
pulsory attendance at school and prop- 
er sanitation. 
beyond the law. 

“TI would ask you to go with me in 
an inguiry as to.the great.objects of 
American education. If I understand 
them, they are: 

“First. To uplift the common life. 

“Second. To cultivate and minister to 
the higher life. 

“Third. To develop-and increase the 
economic value .of .the .community 
through intelligent industry and wisely 
organized commerce. 

“The Association of the State Super- 
intendents of Education in the South 
continues its organization, and has by 
its influence upon legislation and the 
exchange of opitiion’. upon. practical | 
topics that confront the educators been 
a means -of. very great usefulness. 

“The most important advance recent- 
ly made is the appointment, attached to 
the state office of education, of super- 
visor of rural schools. This work has 
been started in all save*two of the 
southern statés. It required an open 
mind, a vivid imagination and high 
constructive leadership to conceive and 
to execute this plan. 

“T am a business man, not, in a very 
remote way, a scholar. But I repre- 
sent a class of earnest men who are 
deeply interested in: this matter of 
popular education. Observation of con- 
ditions leads me to.ask, Nave business! 
principles anything.to offer toward the 
solution of our questions of educational 
management,..now so largely at the 
front? I have had dealings with men 
in large numbers... One of the present 
overworked words in our language is 
‘efficiency.’ But that word represents 
an ideal ihat I have sought to work 
out in a hundred ways. Each attempt 
only increases and emphasizes a sin- 
gle conclusion represented by another 
word, ‘supervision.” We are dealing 
with a subject full of splendid ideas. 
How many grand inspirations have 
come into the few short years of our 
conference life!.. 

“In .the field of. our special educa- 
tional’ endeavor experience brings us 


to about the same}result, for,:after all, 


what are our several lines: of original 
work but the application of this same 
business principle? The’ corps of pro- 
fessors engaged upon. secondary edu- 
cation are in fact state. supervisors of 
high schools; the newly-created corps 
of supervisors of rural schools is but a 
further and probably greater develop- 
ment of-.the same idea. 

“Never since we began our work have 
these annual meetings marked a back- 
ward step. We are one out of many 
influences working toward a common 
end. '
